1. Gu 18 November, a political observer in Guatemala stated that Col. Jorge. 
Barrios, Secretary to Armed Forces Chief Francisco Arana, and Col, Marco A. 
Merida, a national deputy, would be dikely candidates for the military junta 
to be established after Col; Arana's forthcoming coup d'etat, The junta 
would rule for the remainder of President Arevalots six-year term (until A 
March, 1951). ee 


2. Source also predicted that Arana would remain in his present position rather

for his own election as president when the junta rule terminates.
